B. Before all recreational gaies/iatches, ail participants lust sign their naie and write their S.S.I on the yellow ASS’JMPTIOH Of 
RISE fori provided by the gaie officials/tournaient laoager. 
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C. All injuries should be reported to the First Aid Supervisor on duty, officials, tournasent aanager or lifeguards before leaving 
the field, court or swiaiing pool. 

D. No attefipt to love an injured participant should be iade by anyone if the person appears to be suffering fron an injury to the 
head, neck, back or liabs. 

E. If any injury appears to be of a serious nature, the First Aid Supervisor on duty, officials, tournaient or lifeguards will 
arrange for transportation of the injured person. 

F. The injury supervisor will coaplete an IHJUEY REPORT for« at the tise of the injury and subiit it to the Recreation Office with 
the acconpanying gase waterials.

1. Being a Recreational Sports Official is both a responsibility and a privilege. Students Bay earn needed Boney while at the 
saae tiae gain valuable experience that Bay aid thea in obtaining the officials rating for high school/college athletics. 

2. It is the desire of the Director to secure the best qualified officials for the departaent. 

3. Students (feBale and sale) desiring to officiate recreational softball, flag- football, basketball and volleyball should 
inquire at the Recreation Office early in the school year. 

4. Prospective student officials aay obtain copies of the tournaaent rules and officials duties, responsibilities and guidelines 
at the tiae of application and prior to the officials clinic/training session. 

5. Pre- tournaaent clinic/training sessions will be conducted and prospective student officials are required to attend. 

6. Whistles and officials shirts are provided for student officials when appropriate. 

C. Lifeguards 

1. Student lifeguards are utilized during evening and weekend hours for Recreational Swis and Faaily Swis Rights.

I. DRSP0RTSPSRS08L1U C08D0CT 

A. The following are unquestionably considered unsportspersonlike conduct: 

1. Verbally/physically threatening participants and\or Recreation Departient Staff. 

1 . Fighting with players of spectators. 

3. Hitting, striking or pushing a Recreation Departient staff person on duty. 

4. Unnecessary roughness. 

5. Unsportspersonlike language and language generally considered socially unacceptable directed at anyone. 

6. Being intoxicated. 

7. Being under the obvious influence of illegal drugs. 

8. Continued disregard for officials decisions/directions. 

9. Unnecessary abuse of equipient/facilities. 

B. Any individual who is reioved froi a gaae/iatch/contest by the officials in charge, the tournasent eanager or the Director shall 
be ineligible to participate in her/his teams' ga»es on the next two(2! dates of play. The individual under no circusstance «ay 
participate in those two (2) dates. If the individual does participate in so such as one play, all play shall stop, and the gaae 
shall be declared a forfeit win to the opposing teaa. 

C. Any individual who is ejected froB a eate on a second occasion daring an acadeiic year (Septeiber to Hay), shall be ineligible 
to participate in ALL Recreational Sports leagues/tournaients for twelve (12) aonths froi the date of the second violation. 
Further, that individual Bay be brought to the attention of the Vice-President of Student Affairs for disciplinary action. 

D. An individual who is ejected froi one Recreation Departient activity is eligible to participate in other Recreation Departaent 
activities during that school year. 

E. Any individual who verbally\pbysically threatens or hits/strikes/pushes a participant or a Recreation Departient Staff person, 
shall be brought to the attention of the Caipus Judicial Board for disciplinary action. 

F. Continued unnecessary roughness by a teaifs) will result in the forfeiture of the gaie/contest by that teai(s). 

II. ALCOm ARD DRUB ABUSE 

A. Any individual whose physical condition, in the judgeient of the Director, gaie supervisors, officials, tournaient lanagers or 
lifeguards is such that continued participation lay be injurious to theiselves or other participants, because of excessive 
consuiption of alcoholic beverages, or who is obviously under the influence of substances (drugs) considered to be illegal, aay 
be barred froi entering, or sub.ject to reioval froi the gaie/contest or swiiiing pool and not allowed to participate again that 
day. 

B. -An individual who is barred or reioved froi a gaie/contest or the pool on two (2) occasions during an acadeiic year for the above 
reasons, shall be declared ineligible for further participation in Recreation Departient activities for the reiainder of that 
acadeiic year. Further, that individual lay be brought to the attention of the Vice-President of Stude.it .Affairs. 

III. ELIGIBILITY 



A. Students 

All currently enrolled students at Mansfield University who have paid the Student Activity Fee for that seiester are eligible 
to participate in all Recreational Sports assuiing all other eligibility requireients have been fulfilled. 

B. Eiployees 

All current Hansfield University eiployees are eligible to participate in Recreational Sports assuiing all other eligibility 
requireients have been fulfilled. 

C. Spouses 

All spouses of current Hansfield University students and eiployees are eligible to participate in Recreational Sports assuiing 
all other eligibility requireients have been fulfilled. 

D. Hon-students, eiployees or spouses 

Individuals who are not current students, eiployees or the spouses of current students or eiployees who participate in 
Recreational Sports gaies/contests shall cause the teai on which they participated to forfeit that gaie/contest. A teai found 
guilty of a second violation will be ejected froi the reiainder of the ieague/tournaient. 




E. Varsity, Junior Varsity and Freshaan Athletes 

1. Varsity, junior varsity and freshian athletes who are listed on the current teao roster and who continue to practice with 
the teaa in the following sports are not eligible to participate in these RELATED RECREATIORAL bPORTS during that acadeeic 
year. 

IHTERCOLLEGIATE SPORT RELATED RECREATIONAL SPORT 

baseball softball 

basketball basketball, free throw shooting and hot-shot juip-shot contests 

football flag-football 

F. “Red-Shirt” Student Athletes 

A student athlete recruited for a specific sport, who is ineligible to coipete for acadeiic or other reasons, and who continues 
to practice with the tea# after the first gaie/contest/natoh of the season, is ineligible to participate is that Related 
Recreational Sport during that acadewie year. 

2. Varsity, junior varsity and freshnan athletes who are dropped froB, or who quit the teas are eligible to participate in that 
Recreational Sport during that year provided that they have set the sign-up deadline for that sport. 

G. Ex-athletes 

Students and eiployees who have coBpleted four (4) years of eligibility in a sport are not eligible to participate in that Related 
Recreational Sport in which they lettered. 

H. ProfessionalisB 

An individual who would be barred froa intercollegiate athletics because of professionalisi shall be ineligible to participate 
in those Related Recreational Sports in which aiateur status has been lost. 

I. One Teas 

1. An individual say represent only one teai in any Recreational Sport league/tournaient. If an individuals nate is listed 
on two (2) or iore rosters, he/she will be considered as a leiber of the teai for which he/she first participated. 

2. After once playing for a teas, an individual Bay not transfer to another tean for the reBainder of the league/tournaBent. 

J. Closed Rosters 

Teafis Bay add players to their roster, to the Ba.xiBUB allowed for that league/tournaBent, or change players' nanes up to one (1) 
week after the start of that league/tournaBent. 

E. Play-off Eligibility 

Only those players whose nanes are listed on the ORIGINAL teaB roster as registered in the Recreation Office who have participated 
in regular league/tournaBent gaBes/contests AND who Beet all other eligibility requireBents, are eligible to participate in play- 
off gaaes/contests. 

L. Responsibility For Eligibility Checks 

1. The Recreation Departnent does not assuBe the responsibility for checking the eligibility of all participants. 

2. All cases of ineligibility brought to the attention of the Director will be dealt with according to the previous rules. 

H. Appropriate Footwear 

All participants in Recreational Sports gaBes/contests MUST wear appropriate gyB-athletic type footwear. Individuals are not 
allowed to play in their bare feet, in their socks or in conventional street shoes. 

IV. CAPTAINS' RESPONSIBIIITIIS 

A. TO BE A LEADER that players and officials can respect. 

B. To be aware of the entry deadlines and subeit the appropriate and coBpleted entry fore and fees as early as possible. 

C. To obtain tournasent rules and review then with your teas Beabers prior to the first gaae. 

D. To attend announced captains’ Beetings. or send a teai representative. 

E. To appoint a co-captain to act as a spokesperson in the absence of the captain. 

F. To keep her, •'his address and telephone auBber up to date in the Recreation Office. 

6. To report all roster changes/additicns to the Recreation Office by seven (7) days of the start of the league/tournaBent. 

H. To be faailiar with all eligibility rules and see that her/his teaB adheres to then. 

I! To inforfi all teas Beebers of the proper place and tise of all gaaes/contests. 

J. To encourage your teaa to not forfeit. 

E. To iflfora the Recreation Office as soon as you know that your teaa sust forfeit a scheduled gase/contest. 

L. To asseoble your teas at the officials request iiaediately prior to the start of the gaie/contest to check the teaa roster and 
sign the ASSUMPTION OF RISE fom. 

M. To assist the officials in distributing and collecting the gane jerseys and equipnent in the appropriate sports. 

N. To provide a “spotter" to assist the gase scorekeeper when appropriate. 

O. To arrange with the Director for a new playing date of any postponed gaaes/contests. 

P. To the sole spokesperson for the teas in conferri.ng with the officials in gaae situations. 
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Q. To control the conduct of teai ieibere and spectators directly associated with her/his teas. The conduct of spectators before 
and after the gate is as inportant as their conduct during the gase. Teat captains will be held responsible for the conduct of 
tean tesbers and spectators at these tines as well as during the gaie/contest. 

R. To take sure that he/she understands cospletely the playing rules for the activity and the Recreational Sports regulations and^ 
policies as outlined in this handbook BEFORE COMPLAIHIHG ! 

?. CiPTillS' MSETI8GS 

A. Captains' neetings will be scheduled those Recreational Sports that it is deened necessary for rule explanations. 

B. Teai captains (or their appointed representative 1 are strongly urged to attend this announced teeting.

A tea* Bust field at least the *ini*u* nu*ber of players as stated in the rules of that activity within the allowable ti*e or 
shall forfeit the ga*e/contest. 

A tea*/individual leaving the field/court of play before the ga*e/contest is co*pleted or called by the official/supervisor in 
charge, shall forfeit the ga*e /contest . 

Hhen obtaining a win by forfeit, the winning tea*/individual lust have/be present within the allowable ti*e with at least the 
*ini*u* nuaber of players as stated in the rules for that sport. 

A tea* allowing an ineligible individual to participate during a play-off ga*e/contest shall autoiatically forfeit the 
gase/contest, and be eli*inated fro* the reaainder of the play-offs. 

The Director, ga*e officials, or supervisor i**ediately responsible for a ga*e/contest *ay call off a ga*e/contest before its' 
conclusion if in their judge*ent, continued participation *ay be injurious to the participants, officials, or spectators, and\or 
if a participant\spectator identified with a tea* willfully da*ages\destroys University property and farther charge either or 
both teass with a forfeit. 



II. PBOTSSTS 

Protests concerning the question of judgewent calls by officials shall not be considered. 

Protesting captains *ust infer* the ga*e officials in a C008TEOOS MAEEE8 i**ediately following the incident in question of her/his 
intent to file a protest. 

The officials in charge are to notify both tea*s that the ga*e is being played under protest and coiplete a Protest For*. 

The coBpleted Protest For* should contain all background infor*ation necessary for Baking a decision. 

Do not wait until the ga*e/contest is co*pleted to register a protest with the officials and the opposing tea*. 

A protest in a rule interpretation *ust state the specific rale applicable to the protest. 

Both tea* captains' and the ga*e officials shall be per*itted to present to the Director iofor*ation pertaining to the protested 
situation. 

It shall be the responsibility of the Director, or an appointed representative to review all protests and decide whether the 
grounds for the protest are sufficient enough to warrant consideration by a protest board. 

Protests that are honored «ay result in the playing of a co*plete new ga*e/contest. 

III. LUeOE TIES AID PUI-OFFS 



Two way ties: 

1. If two (2) teais/individuals in a league/tourna*ent finish with an identical won/lost record, the tea*/individual that won 
the ga*e/contest between the two (2) tea*s/iadividuals daring regular league play shall earn the position for which their 
is a tie. 

2. The other tea* shall be placed in the following position is the standings. 

Three way ties: 

1. The tea* having won the ga*e/contest fro* both of the other tea*s during league play shall earn that position for the 
league/tourna*ent, or, 

2. If none of the three tea«s have defeated the other two tea*s during the regular league play, a drawing will be held to 
deteroine the positions for the play-offs of the three tied tea*s. 

Single League Tournawents: 

1. In single league tournawents, when one tea* has defeated all others in regular league play, that tea* shall be declared the 
chaspion, and there shall be no play-offs. 

2. If the first place tea* has a loss or a tie, or there is a tie for first place, there shall be a chawpionship play-off.

A. All leabers of chaipionship teaio whose naies are listed on the teas attendance roster and who have participated in at least 25!l! 
of their leans' ganes are eligible to receive an award shirt. ^ 



II?. TH8FT i DAMAGE OF EQOlPiSilT A FACILITIES 



A. Any individual(s) fonnd guilty of stealing or observed willfully daiaging/destroying Recreation Departient equipnent or 
facilities, or of gross lisconduct while in/on the facilities lay be barred fro* Recreation Departient progra»s indefinitely. 

B. Teats *ay be charged with a forfeit if any *e*ber of their tea* is found destroying University property. 

C. The individualfs) nay further be brought to the attention of the Canpus Judicial Board. 



!?. EQOIPMEMT CHECE-OOT FOR GROOPS A CLUBS 



A. Groups and clubs desiring to check out equipment for flag-football, (a set of red and green flags, a ball and Barkers), or 
softball {bases, gloves, bats and balls) nay be requited to leave a twenty dollar {$20.) deposit at the tine of picking up the 
equipnent. 

B. The full deposit will be returned providing the equipnent is returned to the Recreation Office by the agreed upon tine and date. 

C. For each twenty-four (24) period or part there-of that the equipnent is late being returned, the group/club shall forfeit one 
dollar {$!.) of their deposit.
